There is a wide variance in the deductions allowed under each formula on the basis of which 
net annual income for rent is determined, therefore each family's gross annual income is computed 
using both the NHA and "Brooke" formula in order to arrive at a rent figure. Іп all cases the 


actual rent the tenant pays is the lesser of the two calculations. See Table 18.
